t-o information gathered at an inves- 
tigation held Tuesday afternoon by 
Captain Eugene G. Reinartz, of Boll- 
ing

Washington.

Reinartz was sent to Gettysburg to 
investigate the cause .of the crash. 
Mountaineers who heard the plane as 
it hovered, over-head, just above the 
fog clouds, and later heard the crash 
against the unountain, testified. 


Mountaineers Testify 


Several witnesses 
were called. 


Their testimony -brought out thc fact 
that thc fliers, piloting the plane, ex- 
perienced 
engine 
trouble. 
They 


circled four times above the m|oun- 
tain, apparently trying to penetrate 
the fog clouds in an effort to locate a 
landing field. Unable to sec through 
thc heavy clouds of fog, the thickest 
seen in that section of the county for 
years, the fliers nosed into thc moun- 
tain, crashing through""trees into a 
large- rock that stuck out from thc 
from the ground several feect. This 
is given as the cause of the plane be- 
ing domolishcd and instantly, killing 
the 
twp men. , - , - . . . .

Captain Reinartz paid tribute to 


the mountaineers living in the section 
of thc mountain land .near the-scene 
of the accident. 
When thc plane was 


heard over-head these quiet, peace- 
loving folks, listened; .with a certain 
amount of fear for the men in the 
machine. 
They had heard the hum 


of plane's motors before and their 
sensitive cars..i*>kl them .that all was 
not well with the mechanical 
bird 


overhead. 
The motor was heard to 


sputter, back-fire, start anew with re- 
newed speed, only to die down, sput- 
ter and back-fire: again. 


They listened intently. 
It seem- 


ed that the machine was just above 
thc trees, although they could not sec 
because of the heavy fog. 
One.wit- 


ness said the noise from the motor 
was so loud -it ^frightened' his horses 
and himself as well, that the trees 
were • swayed by the: wind from the 
propeller of the plane, although he 
could not see above the tree tops'.

school at McCook Field, Dayton, Ohio, 
were instantly killed when their plane 
crashed against the side of a moun­ 
tain fifteen miles west of Gettysburg 
Monday afternoon. 
Engine

that prevented a landing is given as 
bhe cause of the fatalities, according 
to information gathered at an inves­ 
tigation held Tuesday afternoon by 
Captain Eugene G. Reinartz, of Boll­ 
ing 
Field, 
Washington.

Reinartz was sent to Gettysburg to 
investigate the cause of the crash. 
Mountaineers who heard the plane as 
it hovered over-head, just above the 
fog clouds, and later heard the crash 
against the mountain, testified.

Their testimony brought out the fact 
that the fliers, piloting the plane, ex­

the heavy clouds of fog, the thickest 
seen in that section of the county for 
years, the fliers nosed into the moun­ 
tain, crashing through trees into a 
large rock th at stuck out from the

is given as the cause of the plane be­ 
ing demolished and instantly killing 
the two men. 
Captain Reinartz paid tribute to 
the mountaineers living in the section 
of the mountain land near the scene 
of the accident. 
When the plane was 
heard over-head these quiet, peace- 
loving folks, listened with a certain 
amount of fear for the men in the 
machine. 
They had heard the hum 
of plane’s motors before and their 
sensitive ears t*>!d them that all wa 
not well with the mechanical 
bird 
overhead. 
The motor was heard to 
sputter, back-fire, start anew with re­ 
newed speed, only to die down, sput­ 
ter and back-fire again. 
They listened intently. 
It seem­ 
ed that the machine was just above 
the trees, although they could not see 
because of the heavy fog. 
One w it­ 
ness said the noise from the motor 
was so loud it frightened his horses 
and himself as well, that the trees 
were swayed by the wind from the 
propeller of the plane, although he 
could not sec above the tree tops.

Fight Against Fakers 
The motion to amend the ordinance 
increasing the license fee for fakers, 
who put 
up their 
stands in Centre 
Square nearly every Saturday night, 
met with the approval of practically 
all of the councilmen, 
the 
general 
opinion being that the merchants have 
not been getting a fair deal with the 
transient fakers being permitted, for a 
nominal fee, to attract trade away 
from the stores. 
The rider, that no 
faker be permitted to establish his 
stand on the square or on any of the 
streets leading into it 
within 
one 
block of the square while the local 
stores are open, was designed to re­ 
lieve the congested conditions which 
exist every Saturday night. 
The section to the taxi amendment 
was added after a protest had been 
raised by the officials of the companies 
running motor busses into Gettysburg 
at the charge of $2.50 for each seated 
passenger, which was enacted in 1918 
before the busses had come into gen­ 
eral use. 
The fee was set at $30 for 
each bus operating into the borough.

HOMAS GRANT was born in Adams county. 
An 
obedient and industrious boy, he attended school 
until it was necessary for him to go to work. 
He be­ 
came a laborer in a quarry where his strong hand and 
clear head enabled him to manipulate a steam drill on 
a ledge fifty feet high. 
In 1917 he married a fine girl 
whom he had known since their childhood, and soon aft­ 
er enlisted and went overseas. 


Much of what happened there he never remember­ 
ed. 
A hideous noise from which there was no escape, 
the sight of mangled bodies, physical anguish, mental 
confusion—these are his recollections. 
The sergeant 
of his company recalled events more distinctly. 
He 
said:

“Fire of heavy artillery caught us in a box barrage, 
some of us severely injured, blood penetrating through 
ears, eyes, nose and mouth. 
Ground covered yellow as 
yolk of eggs, soon learned that it was mustard gas. 
First aid impossible until fire ceased, then first aid of 
very little use. 
Eleven of us more or less insane. 
No 
help could be obtained. 
Returned to front line and did 
our best until relieved seven days later. 
Thomas Grant 
left behind in serious condition." 


In 1919 Thomas returned home. 
He could no long­ 
er stand on a ledge and manipulate a steam drill. 
He 
could not do the simplest work in the quarry. He moved 
to a little farm, but the loneliness terrified him. 
Pre­ 
sently he ceased to be able to sleep, and he saw before 
him constantly bleeding and mangled bodies. 
He could 
not be persuaded that he was at home with those who 
loved him, he believed that he was lying under giant can­ 
non, waiting the command to charge. 
One day he ad­ 
vised his wife to keep out of his way for fear that he 
might mistake her for the enemy and do her harm.

few more weeks and it was necessary to place him where 
he could not harm himself or others. ^ :

Up to this time he had been unwilling to apply for 
aid because he “did not wish to do anything against the 
government." 
He left behind a wife and three little 
children. 
They were without funds and the applica­ 
tion of Mrs. Grant for aid was refused. 
In despair she 
made her situation knowm to the Red Cross. 
'asm ■ 
At once the secretary of the Adams County Chap­ 
ter visited the family, provided aid, made it possible for 
Mrs. Grant to visit her husband, and eventually, after 
two years of correspondence and interrviews, succeeded 
in convincing the government that Thomas’ breakdown 
was due to his experiences at the front. 
An allowance 
was granted which will enable Mrs. Grant to bring up 
her children in comfort. 


This is one case out of many.
